Chicago, May 6.— T he crisis in tho 
te a m s te rs’ strike is expected to come 
today. 
The S tate street m erchants 
have decided to send out 1,100 wagons 
to m ake deliveries in all parts of the 
city. 
Ar far as possible these wagons 
will be guarded by deputy sheriffs, arid 
in some cases by the local police. 
It 
will be impossible for all of the wag­ 
ons to be guarded by deputy sheriffs, 
but it is the intention to place two men 
on each wagon as far as the num ber of 
deputies already sworn in will per­ 
mit. 
Sheriff Barrett has 200 deputies 
in service and said that he thought 
this num ber would be am ple for Hie 
work outlined. 
If it is not, it is said, 
he will conclude 
that the sheriff’s 
office and the local police are not able 
to control the situation and a request 
will be made for the state militia. 
Governor Deneen has said that he will 
order out the troops if the request is 
made by Sheriff B arrett, and upon the 
failure or success of th e attem pted re­ 
tail deliveries today depends the corn­ 
ing of the troops. 
Fifteen wagons 
were sent out yesterday by the large 
drygoods and departm ent stores, and 
all of them made deliveries without 
interruption. 
They were accompanied 
by deputies. It was the success of this 
attem pt 
at 
delivering 
goods 
th a t 
prom pted the stores to plan to send 
out today practically their full force 
of wagons. 
E ither because of the threatened ap­ 
pearance of the troops or because of 
the addition to the police force in the 
shape of deputy sheriffs, there was 
much less rioting and fighting in the 
downtown streets yesterday than on 
any day this week. 
The wagons o; 
the express companies, each one of 
which carried a guard arm ed with a 
W inchester 
rifle 
or 
double-barreled 
hot gun, went to and fro between the 
opots and express offices without In­ 
terruption other than that of an occa­ 
sional stone thrown from the side­ 
walk, or some other missile hurled 
from a window. 
T here was little of 
this, however, and the wagons were 
practically unmolested. 
An order issued by Chief of Police 
O’Neill 
directing 
that 
all 
persons 
should be prevented from following 
up wagons as they went through the 
streets had much to do with the ab 
sence of rioting. 
In the early days of 
the strike, when the wagons of a boy 
cotted firm passed through the streets 
they w ere followed by hundreds of 
men and boys anxious to see any fight 
that might occur. 
Of late, however 
these crowds of followers have become 
much more ugly in tem per and have 
constituted one of the chief sources 
of trouble. 
The police now turn back 
all groups of men th at they discover 
In the act of following wagons, and 
there Is much less opportunity for 
riots. 
W hile there is less rioting in the 
downtown s le e ts , there are many as 
saults committed in all parts of the 
city rem ote from the principal bus! 
ness section. 
W herever a crowd finds 
a wagon with a small police guard or 
unprotected, there is sure to be trou­ 
ble if the driver is a non-union man. 
In several cases the drivers have been 
badly beaten and their wagons over 
turned and the goods stolen. 
Iii oth­ 
ers the drivers escaped injuries only 
by the fleetness of their horses. 
Three coal wagons after making a 
delivery at the factory of Sci/ Schwab 
& Co., at Ohio .and Kingsbury streets 
late yesterday afternoon, were attack­ 
ed by a crowd which pursued them for 
more than half a mile, raining stones, 
bricks and bottles upon the police of­ 
ficers and the drivers. 
The riot com ­ 
menced when stones and bottles were 
thrown from the windows on the sixth 
floor of the Schultz Paper Rox com­ 
pany. 
This was the signal for a gen­ 
eral onslaught and missiles were hurl­ 
ed from all sides 
Several policemen 
dashed into the building, hut nobody 
could he found around the windows, 
and the police were unable to make 
any arrests. 
One woman was seen to 
throw several bricks and one glass 
tum bler from a window of tho Schultz 
factory. 
As the wagons continued down Ohio 
stroi-t they were targets for persons in 
the windows of all the buildings and 
for the crowd which continued to fol­ 
low them. 
The police charged the* 
crowd repeatedly, but was unable to 
keep it back, 
The mob was composed 
almost entirely of young men and wo­ 
men, the latter taking an active part 
in the rioting and urging the men to 
further 
violence 
As 
the 
caravan 
passed Orleans street a large cannon 
cracker was thrown rrom the crowd, 
exp’oding under the feet of one of the 
teams. 
The horses s ta rt-<1 to run 
aw’ay and were held back with great 
difficulty by the police.

tectives failed to Aud the person who 
threw them.

The 
lord mayors of Liverpool, Manchester, 
Birmingham and other large towns 
came to London for the occasion and 
there were present Moberly Bell, m an­ 
ager of the Times, and the editors of 
other London dailies; Rudyard Kip­ 
ling, Alfred Austin, Concn Doyle, An­ 
thony Hope and other authors, many 


army officers, togem ef witn m e m em­ 
bers of the municipal governm ent and 
a vast staff of red coated, powdered 
household attendants, made a splen­ 
did scene. 
The Archbishop of Canterbury pro­ 
nounced th e grace and the benediction. 
The aged lord mayor, a white bearded, 
picturesque figure in his rich costume, 
arose and toasted the king and queen. 
Sir Harry Campbell-Bannerman pro­ 
posed "the president,” eulogizing him 
as "A genuine typical character, char­ 
acteristic of America, a firm friend 
of peace, though perhaps not of a 
quiescent disposition." 
Prem ier Bal­ 
four in toasting Mr. Choate said: 
“No 
greater honor could have been done 
Use than to have proposed this toast." 
He congratulated the lord mayor on 
being the host of Great Britain on this 
memorable occasion. 
Mr. Choate, he 
said, had been with Britons in days 
of mourning and of rejoicing, of dis­ 
aster and of victory, not only as the 
representative of a great state but 
ever ready to take his part in any 
phase of British public life connected 
with politics and had played his part 
with distinction. He hoped Mr. Choate 
would carry away with him much more 
than merely diplomatic ideas. 
Mr. Balfour dilated on the close re­ 
lations between the two countries and 
common 
sentim ent of am ity which 
survived always despite the mistakes 
of official leaders. 
He said that with 
the lapse of decades the old bitterness 
had been lost in the historic past; 
that all cause of difficulty had van­ 
ished and 
th a t there had em erged 


slowly but surely, a feeling of com­ 
mon brotherhood, the surest prospect, 
he ventured to think, of international 
peace and congress. 
In conclusion 
Mr. Balfour said that their farewell 
to Mr. Choate w*.b not formal and 
official, but cam e from their hearts. 
On rising Mr. Choate was greeted 
with a round of aplause. 
He spoke 
at considerable length and with much 
feeling. He said he was homesick and 
glad to be returning to his native land, 
where old friends were dim inishing 
as fast as new ones were m aking here. 
If he rem ained much longer, he said, 
he would have a worse disease than 
homesickness, 
namely, 
Anglomania. 
Before concluding Mr. Choate paid 
tribute to W hitelaw Reid, his suc­ 
cessor as am bassador at the court 
of St. Jam es. 
He said that the British 
people would find ihat his successor 
and old friend had been a lifelong 
advocate of friendly relations between 
Great Britain and the United States.

one remarkable fact of their 
married life is that it lasted for sev­ 
enty years, which is the length of an 
ordinary life time. 
Thr» e score years 
and (ten of a happy wedded life is 
something very far from ordinary, 
As Mr. Smith thinks of his early 
life and then lets his thoughts come up 
to the present time, the changes which 
have taken pi .ce in the industrial life
